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Ithough  legislation  authorizing  the  creation  of  tHeUS  Mint  at  Carson 
City  was  passed  by  both  houses  of  Congress  on  March  3,.  1863,  actual 
construction  did  not  begin  until  three  years  later.  Work  proceeded  so  slowly 
that  three  more  years  passed  before  coining  machinery  arrived. 


Manufactured  by  Morgan  &  O'rr  in  Philadelphia,  who  created  rpany  of  the 
steam-powered  coining  presses  then  in  use  throughout  the  world,  the  first  six- 
ton  press  arrived  at  the  Carson  Mint  in  1  869.  As  was  the  custom  of  the  day, 
it  was  painted  with  a  large  "1 "  to  signify  the  first  press  located  in  the  coiner's 
department.

On  February  11,1 870,  this  press  struck 
the  first  coin  bearing  the  soon-to-be- 
famous  CC  mintmark,  a  Seated  Lib¬ 
erty  dollar.

For  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  century  it  was 
used  to  strike  most  of  the  larger  de¬ 
nomination  pieces  produced  during 
the  years  the  mint  actually  produced 
'  coins,  from  1870  to  1885  and  again  v 
from  1 889  to  1 893.

When  the  press  suffered  a  cracked 
-arch  in  1 878,  it  was  repaired  at  the 
local  shop  of  the  Virginia  &  T  ruckee 
Railroad.  Proud  of  their  handi¬ 
work,  V&T  machinists  replaced 
the  original  jarass  Morgan  &  Orr 
plate  with  one  bearing  the  name  of 
their  famous  railroad. 
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The  Carson  City  Mint  ceased  coining  operations  in  1 893  and  the  presses  were 
removed  in  1 899,  along  with  all  other  machinery  in  the  coiner's  department. 
Press  No.  1  was  moved  to  the  Philadelphia  Mint,  where  it  was  remodeled  in 
1 930  to  operate  with*electric  power.  In  1 945,  it  was  transferred  to  the  "new" 
San  Francisco  Mint  and  renumbered  "5"  to  correspond  with  its  place  in  the 
coining  department  there.  Finally,  when  all  coin  production  was  temporarily 
halted  at  San  Francisco  in  1955,  the  old  press  was  due  to  be  scrapped. 


Through  the  efforts  of  Judge  Clark  J.  • 
Guild  and  other  local  businessmen, 
the  antique  press  was  purchased  by 
the  state  of  Nevada  for. $225  and  ar¬ 
rived  back  in  Carson  City  in  1958. 
After  a  thorough  cleaning  and  paint¬ 
ing,  it  quickly  became  one  of  the.favor- 
ite  attractions  in  the  Nevada  State 
Museum,  now  housed  in  the  original 
mint  building. 

However,  when  US  Mint  Director  Eva 
Adams,  who  was  herself  a  native  Ne¬ 
vadan/was  faced  with  a  severe  coin 
shortage  in  1964,  she  requested  the 
loan  of  the  venerable  press.  It  was 
soon  trucked -to  the  Denver  Mint  and 
placed  in  operation,  striking  more  than 
1*88  million  coins  during  the  next  three 
years. 


Once  again  returned  to  the  Carson  City  Museum  in  1967,  press  No  1  was 
converted  to  a  much 


slower  electric  drive. 
In  197-6,  it  was  used 
to  strike  Nevada  Bi¬ 
centennial  medals  in 
gold,  silver,  copper 
and  bronze,  and  in 
following  years  Cre¬ 
ated  some,  of  the 
medalic  pieces  in  a 
lengthy  series  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  Nevada 
State  Museum. 
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Don  Schmitz  and  his  son  Ken¬ 
neth,  owners  of  the  Nevada 
City  Mint  in  California,  began 
operating  the  press  for  the  state 
of  Nevada  on  a  limited  basis  in 
the  late  1970s.  Under  their 
supervision,  visitors  may  now 
strike  their  own  bronze  med¬ 
als  on  specified  days  during 
the  summer  months. 

Since  Morgan  &  Orr  presses 
manufactured  in  the  1860sand 
1 870s  are  still  in  use  today  in 
the  San  Francisco  Mint,  Car- 
son  City's  press  No.  1  may 
well  have  years  of  active  ser¬ 
vice  ahead.

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Sales  Tax  Bill  Moves  Forward

The  New  Jersey  Banking  and  Insurance  Committee  held 
hearings  on  our  proposed  Sales  Tax  Exemption  bill, 

A-2222,  in  Trenton,  on  March  1 , 2001  Bill  Horton, 
representing  GENA  (Great  Eastern  Numismatic  Assn  ), 
and  1  ,  representing  the  GSNA,  attended  and  testified 
Bill  and  1  made  points  that  that  the  current  situation  has 
made  New  Jersey  “non-competitive”,  as  this  trade  is 
largely  driven  to  neighboring  states  which  do  have 
exemptions  and  that  the  behavior  of  the  Camden  Tax 
office  at  recent  conventions  has  cast  a  very  significant 
negative  cloud  over  all  numismatic  activity  in  the  state 
which  continues  to  persist  After  questions  and  polling  of 
the  Committee,  they  voted  unanimously  to  move  the  bill 
forward  for  hearings  by  the  Appropriations  Committee 
As  of  this  writing,  the  date  for  this  second  “reading"  is  not  yet 
scheduled  When  we  clear  the  Appropriations  Committee,  the 
bill  will  go  to  the  full  Assembly  for  vote  Our  initial  attempt 
last  year  was  bottled  up  in  a  Sales  Tax  Committee  set  up  by 
then  Governor  Christie  Whitman  This  year  we  are  beginning 
to  have  some  “traction”.

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THE  FIRST  NEW  JERSEY  REDFACE  OF  1756 

David  D.  Gladfelter 

After  succeeding  Benjamin  Franklin  as  official  printer  of  colonial  New  Jersey’s  bills  of 
credit,  James  Parker,  of  Woodbridge,  continued  Franklin's  innovation  of  using  a  red  frame 
around  the  outside  of  the  faces  of  the  higher  denominations.  The  bicolored  printing  probably 
served  security  purposes;  it  certainly  served  esthetic  ones.  The  idea  caught  on.  After  1755, 
bicolored  face  printing  on  at  least  the  £6  denomination  became  standard  for  New  Jersey’s 
colonial  era  paper  money.  On  some  issues  it  was  used  on  all  denominations,  including  the 
popular  and  plentiful  issue  of  March  25,  1 776.  Only  on  three  late  (post-statehood)  issues,  all 
denominated  in  dollars  or  dollar  equivalents,  did  the  State  Printer  return  to  a  plain,  all-black  face 
plate. 

For  the  faces  of  the  30s  and  £3  denominations  of  the  January  26,  1756  issue,  Parker  (or 
the  Legislature)  experimented.  The  faces  of  just  these  two  denominations  were  printed  entirely  in 
red.  The  1/26/1756  issue  was  a  small  one,  comprising  25,000  bills  in  nine  denominations  with  a 
total  value  of  £10,000.  Only  1 ,000  bills  were  printed  of  the  30s  denomination,  from  three  plates, 
and  only  500  of  the  £3,  from  two  plates. 

A  "first  Jersey  Redface"  three  pound  bill  came  on  the  market  quietly  early  this  year, 
buried  in  an  auction  catalog  with  no  illustration.  The  bill  is  now  back  in  its  native  state,  and  is 
illustrated  herein,  unfortunately  only  in  black  and  white.  The  red  shade,  while  vivid,  is  less  bright 
than  the  comparable  hue  on  the  March  25,  1 776  bills.  To  my  eyes,  the  shade  closely  corresponds 
with  that  of  the  common  modern  U.  S.  postage  stamps  listed  in  Scott's  catalog  as  #964 
(described  as  being  "brown  red")  and  #894  and  976  (described  as  being  "henna  brown"). 
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The  bill’s  appearance  is  all  the  more  striking  for  its  rarity;  Jersey  Redfaces  get  your 
attention  because  they  are  very  seldom  seen.  I  can  account  for  only  five  specimens  of  the  £3 
denomination:  The  Plate  A  specimens  in  the  New  York  Public  Library's  Haines  and  Cooley 
collections;  the  Plate  B  also  in  the  Cooley  collection;  the  Dupont  specimen  (not  identified  as  to 
plate)  and  this  example,  number  A  144,  clearly  signed  by  Samuel  Nevill,  Joseph  Yard  and  A. 
Johnston.  If  the  survival  rate  of  the  30s  denomination  is  comparable,  about  10  may  exist  today. 

While  this  bill  is  split  in  two,  the  edges  do  fit  together  well  and  could  be  rejoined  with 
PVA  (a  project  I  would  not  attempt  without  plenty  of  practice).  Otherwise,  the  condition  is  above 
average  for  the  rare  early  New  Jersey  issues  -  central  design,  top  and  bottom  borders  all  intact, 
left  border  nearly  so,  and  about  half  of  the  right  border  present.  The  back  design  has  all  major 
details,  including  Parker's  imprint,  the  "death  threat"  to  would-be  counterfeiters  and  the  nature 
print  sage  leaf  invented  by  Franklin.  All  signatures  on  the  face  are  legible,  although  Yard's  is 
somewhat  faint. 

Parker  printed  Redfaces  one  final  time,  the  15s.  30s  and  £3  denominations  of  the  April 
12,  1757  issue.  These  "second  Jersey  Redfaces,"  while  scarce,  can  be  found  mostly  in  very  low 
grades.  The  30s  denomination  had  the  largest  press  run,  2,000  bills  printed  from  four  plates. 
There  were  1,334  of  the  15s  denomination  and  1.000  of  the  £3,  each  printed  from  two  plates.
